A Modest Plea. 


Some English admirals believe that 
American statecraft, without a blow, will 
destroy the British Navy. This matter is 
arguable, but the American menace to 
the English language admits no doubt. 
Hollywood’s silent films saturated these 
islands with the American outlook on 
life; and now her talking films have 
pushed the assault further home, Not 
too soon Englishmen love their 
language, regarding a precious 
heritage, have taken the alarm. Next 
Tuesday, in the House of Commons, Sir 
Alfred Knox will invite the President of 
the Board of Trade to limit the imports 
of American talking films and to encourage 
the production of British films—as a 
specific measure for the protection of the 
English language.

The American talking film—subject, at 
present, in the Free State to no form of 
censorship—is the main bill of fare; its 
influence is pervasive and inescapable, 
Great Britain is so far fortunate that she 
has an antidote in the British Broad- 
casting Company. Home from the 
‘* pictures,” an Englishman turns to his 
““radio,” and cleanses his ear with the 
correct and admirably spoken English of 
the B.B.C.’s ‘‘announcers.’’ This boon 
can be enjoyed in Ireland only by 
possessors of valve sets, and now it seems 
to be threatened by the projected high- 
power station at Athlone. 
which is emitted nightly from the Dublin 
station we shall conjecture merely that it 
suffers from 2RN’s preoccupation with 
another tongue. Certainly it is not the 
English of the Free State’s representativ. 
at the Naval Conference, who, according 
to an American reporter, “had the only 
Oxford dialect present.’’ 

For those Irishmen who value the well 
of English, pure and undefiled, the 
prospect is not agreeable. We suppose 
that Governments will refuse to ban 
American, or any, talking films save on 
moral grounds. On economic grounds, 
indeed, the American films can be 
defended as a training-school of speech 
and manners for that large percentage of 


the United States, Financially, of course, 
the Free State Government can afford. no 
assistance to the English language. We 
cannot ask it to encourage English studies 
in. the schools or to endow chairs 
of elocution in the universities; for 
such expenditure would divert funds from. 
the Government’s paramount purpose. 
It becomes clear that the creation 
of an. Irish-speaking Ireland will not 
be a cheap or easy task. Speaking at

a large expenditure of money during the 
next thirty years. No doubt, the cost 
will be increased by the country’s reluct- 
ance to perceive what is good for it. 
Since the beginning of the language 
pressure the Government has spent nearly 
£250,000 on the creation of Irish-speaking 
national teachers. Now it seems that, at 
the end of eight years, not more than 
nine thousand out of fourteen thousand 
national teachers are qualified, more or 
less, to teach the Irish language. At 
this rate, progress in other spheres, which 
are even less susceptible than the teachers 
to the call of duty, will be very slow and, 
as we must assume, will involve an 
outlay of many millions, “To expect the 
Free State Government, however well 
disposed, to yield money to the inferior 
claims of the English language would be 
to expect too much, Perhaps, the most 
that we can ask in reason is that it shall 
do nothing to obstruct the import of pure 
English via Daventry. For the rest, 
Trinity College, Dublin, and certain 
schools must remain the chief strongholds 
of English letters and of the English 
speech in their best form. Such accom- 
plishment may find small favour in the 
Ireland of to-day, but it will continue to 
have its uses in other parts of a not 


inconsiderable Empire. 


Clearing the Decks. 

What may be termed the window- 
dressing stage of the Naval Conference in 
London is now at an end, and the real 
task of finding a basis for agreement has 
begun. At the very outset difficulties 
hastened to obtrude themselves. The first, 
and by far the most serious, was the 
divergence of opinion between Britain, the 
United States and Japan on the one hand, 
and France and italy om the other, con- 
cerning the method by which limitation 
or reduction of naval armaments was to be 
accomplished. The Franco-Italian view— 
held since the Washington Conference of 
eight years ago—was that there should be 
a system of limitation by ‘“‘global”’ 
tonnage ; in other words, that every naval 
Power should be allotted a certain 
maximum tonnage, embracing all kinds 
of naval craft, and that, within the limits 
of this total, every Power could do as it 
chose. For instance, let us assume that 
100,000 tons should be allotted to France. 
In that event she could build five 20,000- 
ton warships, ten 10,000-ton cruisers or 


twenty 5,000-ton submarines, The British 
and American delegations favoured the 
‘category’? system—that is to say, the 
allocation of a certain number oí 
tons to every one of six categories. 
This system would prevent any Power 
from undue concentration on any par- 
ticular type of warship. It would tend 
to preserve a definite ratio between the 
several categories in every navy and to 
keep the world’s fleets on a more or less 
uniform basis. At the start of the Con- 
ference the gap between the two groups 
of Powers seemed to be impassable, but, 
with their genius for compromise, the 
Anglo-Saxon delegates have evolved a 
formula which satisfies the French and 
is hardly likely to be rejected by Signor 
Mussolini. 

The Italian delegation, however, still is 
far from satisfied with the course of events 
during the last week. Signor Verginio 
Gayda, who apparently has been chosen 
as the spokesman of the Italian Press, 
has sent a series of long telegrams to his 
newspaper, the Giornale d’Italia, in which 
he alleges bluntly that Signor Grandi, the 
head of the Italian delegation, is being 
isolated gradually by the representatives 
of the other Powers. All the countries 
except Italy, he declares, are mancuvring 
for position ; she stands alone for a great 
principle. This principle, of course, has 
no relation to the ideals of the Conference ; 
it merely expresses Italy’s insistence upon 
complete parity with France. So far this 
difficult point has been avoided carefully, 
but Signor Grandi is biding his time, and 
the Giornale d’ltalia plainly 
that there will be no agreement at London 
until Italy’s claims have been met. The 
Italian point of view seems, on the face 
of it, to be most unreasonable. Italy’s 
only concern the Mediterranean.

FURTHER DAMAGE AT 
GREYSTONES. . 


ROADWAY TORN AWAY 
AT WICKLOW.

The strong gale, accompanied by heavy 
and incessant rain, which swept across 
Ireland yesterday, caused further damage 
on the eastern coast. 

During the afternoon, when the gale 
was fiercest, the early spring tide, driven 
by a violent south-east-east wind, tore 
away large stretches of the foreshore at 
Greystones and at Wicklow, 

Waves fifteen and twenty feet high were 
carried coastwards by the wind, and broke 
in fury on the concrete breastwaorks, 
which had already been badly battered by 
previous gales of the last few months. 


WATCHERS ON THE SHORE. 

Hundreds of people—amongst them two 
cinematograph camera-men, attired in 
sou’-westers and oilskins—collected on the 
North Shore at Greystones, and watched 
the gradual, but complete, collapse of 
those houses which had already been 
vacated during the past few weeks. One 
by one the walls of these buildings col- 
lapsed and disappeared. 

The first to go was the house, known 
as “ Pierview”’; then, in quick succes- 
sion, ‘‘ Somerton,’ ‘‘ Woodbine,’’ ‘‘ The 
Bungalow,’ ‘‘ Seaforth,’’ and the others 
were swept away. 

Jubilee Castle, comparatively safe until 
yesterday, is now threatened with destruc- 
tion, as, although it stands on a height, 
heavy seas have undermined the walls. The 
owner, Mrs. Young, assisted by friends 
and neighbours, was working throughout 
yesterday to save her belongings before 
nightfall. 

A sight-seeing motorist, who in his car 
approached too near the shore at this 
point, was completely covered by a 
mountainous sea, which smashed the 
windows of his vehicle and put the engine 
out of action. Onlookers rushed to his 
help, and dragged the car to safety. | 


RAILWAY THREATENED. 

Over two hundred yards of the breast- 
work which fronts the chemical works at 
Wicklow were smashed =p by the. sea, 
while approximately half a mile of road- 
way was washed away, carrying with it 
stretches of the wall that formerly 
separated the goods premises of the Great 
Seuthern Railways Company. from. the 
b ch road. All traffic along this road 
has now been stopped, and the sea at high 
tide breaks against the gravel sub-soil, 
carrying away tons of it with every wave. 


CROSS-CHANNEL SERVICE. 

Despite a severe crossing. the L.M. and 
S. mail-boat arrived at Kingstown last 
night well up to-her usual time. The out- 
going mail-boat left without delay. 

Two houses in Sydnev avenue, Black- 
rock. were flooded when the Elmeliff River 
overflowed its banks vesterday evening. 
The gardens and kitchens were covered 
with water to a depth of ‘wo feet.

NEED NOT GIVE PUBLIC 
WHAT IT LIKES. 
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M.P.'s, actors, actresses and writers last 
night attended a British Dramá League 
demonstration at Kingsway Hall, London, 
in support of a national theatre, at 
which the principal speaker was Mr. 
Bernard Shaw. 

The Earl of Lytton, who presided, read 
messages in support of the theatre from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, Sir John 
Martin Harvey, and directors of national 
theatres in. France, Germany, Sweden 
and other countries. 

The Chairman recalled that twenty- 
two years ago Mr. Shaw was the last 
speaker at a meeting on the same subject, 
when he made the shortest speech of his 
life. 

“ Ladies and gentlemen, the subject. is 
not exhausted—but we are,” Mr. Shaw 
said on that occasion, and sat down. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Shaw said: “ England is always 
a very curious place to raise any question 
of fine art. [ am afraid the official view 
is that there is nothing in fine art in this 
country except a steel engraving of dogs 
by Landseer. (Laughter.) 

‘“ We want to enlarge the definition a 
little. We are an odd people. In conti- 
nental towns you would find a State 
theatre as a matter of course. We want 
the Government to give us a site and get 
a lot of money for us.’’ 

The first time he had a play produced 
in Vienna they objected to his making 
stipulations about the way it was pro- 
duced. 


DRAMATIC EMPEROR OF EUROPE. 

' I said to them,” said Mr. Shaw, 
“ politically your Emperor is the Emperor 
of Austria, but, from the dramatic point 
of view, I am the Emperor of Europe.”’ 

In this country we had great actors, 
actresses and authors, but they could not 
get official recognition. He wanted a 
State theatre to be what St. Paul's and 
Westminster Abbey were in the religion 
of the country. 

He did not think a national theatre in 
London would be much good. unless it 
was fed from the provinces by local 
theatres. 

‘If you put up a national theatre in 
London I very much doubt whether any of 
my plays will be performed. Very likely, 
if it is under any State direction, they 
Will think my plavs too dangerous and 
too advanced. (Langhter.) Such a theatre 
could do the best work in the best way, 
and need not go in for the horrible 
policy of giving the public what it wants.” 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Shaw referred to the length of his 
play, “ Man and Superman,” and said: 
“ I tried to see it played myself once, and 
nearly died of it.” . 


PAID 14s. TO BE BORED. 

He hoped the national theatre would 
not be stinted. The other day, he said, 
he paid about fourteen shillings to go to 
a theatre and see the most awful stuif, 
that bored him to distraction. 

He moved a resolution supporting the 
prospects of a national theatre in London, 
and welcoming the effort to promote an 
agreed scheme for submission to the 
Prime Minister. 

Miss Lena Ashwell hoped they would 
keep the pronunciation of our race alive. 
She recalled that once Mr. Shaw wrote to 
ter: “Dear Lena,—The word ‘ police- 
man” occurs forty-four times in your 
play, and forty-four times you say pleece- 
man.” (Laughter. } . 

Mrs. Philip Snowden said that she had 
talked with many members of the Govern- 
ment about the movement, and never 
found one who did not.sympathise. There 
never was a Government from which more 
could be expected in their favour. 
(Cheers. )

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FATE OF MISSING 
POSTMAN. 


POLICE STILL 
BAFFLED. 


EIGHT PERSONS CHARGED 
WITH MURDER. 
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Missing since Christmas Day, there 

still is no news in regard to the fate of 
Laurence Griffin, the middle-aged County 
Waterford postman. Griffin, a married 
man, saw service in the South African 
and Great Wars. His wife and three 
children now are left without any source 
of income and a fund probably will be 
started to keep them from absolute want. 
While the search for the body was main- 
tained in the shafts of the Bonmahon 
copper mines, interest yesterday’ centred 
on the proceedings in the Waterford Dis- 
trict Court, when the eight persons who 
have been arrested in connection with the 
postman’s disappearance were brought up 
and charged before Justice McCabe. 
Those present in the Court, anxious to 
hear whatever evidence that might be 
adduced, met with disappointment; for 
the District Justice decided to hear the 
charges in the Court Clerk’s office. The 
proceedings were formal, and, on the 
application of Superintendent Meehan 
(for the State), who said that he still was 
pursuing inquiries, the eight accused 
persons were remanded in custody for a 
week. 
- Tt was announced during the hearing 
that one of the accused, George Cummins, 
was sick in Waterford Jail and was 
unable to be present.

Tt is understood that Deputy Commis- 
sioner Coogan, who has spent some days 
in the Stradbally district, has returned fo 
Dublin, accompanied by Chief Super- 
intendent O'Meara, to discuss the mystery 
at headquarters. — 

With the aid of grappling irons and a 
thousand candle-power electric bulb, Civic 
Guards have been making an intensive 
search of the disused Ballinasisla shait 
of the copper mines, but, with the excep- 
tion of whole and part carcases of 
animals, hours of patient work revealed 
nothing tangible. Apparently it has 
been decided to abandon the 
search of the ‘Tankardstown _ shaft, 
for the exploration platform has been 
dismantled and the woodwork transferred 
to Ballinasisla. 

Inquiries at the Stradbally police 
barracks only elicited the statement that 
there were no further developments, but 
it is stated that persons continue to be 
brought there for interrogation. 

An inspection of Whelan’s 
revealed the activities of the Civic Guards

Meanwhile many theories are being 
propounded in an effort to explain away 
the disappearance of Griffn.

El Débate (Catholic), after approving 
the new Government, says :—‘ The 
Ministers are men of high reputation, re- 
nowned for their common-sense and in- 
telligence, both of which oj, an are 
essential at the present moment.” 

Imparcial (Liberal) writes: — “ This 
Cabinet marks the first step towards the 
end the country has at heart. In short, 
the Cabinet has created a most satisfac- 
tory impression in all circles.” 

THE CENSORSHIP. | 

Provincial Press opinion echoes that of 

the Madrid newspapers, and confirms the 
view of independent observers that Spain 
is now heaving.a sigh. of relief at having 
got rid of the Dictatorship. 
A phrase in the statement issued by 
General Berenguer on behalf of the new 
Government has been seized upon by the 
Press as a basis for a plea for the aboli- 
tion of the censorship. The Government’s 
promise to “examine the best: means for 
calming the public, who appear to be 
genuinely agitated,’’ it is suggested, might 
be immediately applied to relieving the 
Press from its present 
burden.”’ ‘* Those,” says El Sol, “who 
have not seen What has been circulating 
under the apparent tranquillity of the last 
years must blind.”’

COMMUNISTS PLAN 
FURTHER RIOTS. 
TROUBLE EXPECTED 
IN BERLIN TO-DAY. 
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From REvUTER’s.CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Friday. 

The police at Hamburg this afternoon 
were again forced to use their revolvers 
against Communists and unemployed, 
who, after holding a mass meeting, 
attempted to demonstrate in the quarter 
which was the scene of yesterday's. dis- 
turbances. 

Large numbers of them marched to a 
house which is under construction, and 
tried to induce the workmen to go on 
strike. When the police appeared they 
were greeted with a shower of bricks and 
other missiles from the building and from 
the demonstrators, and it was only after 
repeated charges and after firing into the 
crowd that the police succeeded in dis 
persing it and in restoring order. 


TWENTY ARRESTS. 

Twenty of the leaders were arrested, 
while several of the rioters were injured. 
Nobody appears to have been killed. 

Further rjoting is likely, as the Com- 
munist leaders have announced their 
intention of again bringing their sup- 
porters on the streets to-morrow to meet 
the ‘‘ hunger marchers’’ and wunem- 
ployed, who, they say, have reached Ham- 
burg from many places outside, in spite 
of the efforts of the police to hold 
them. up. 

In Berlin the Communist Party is 
showing activity, and, through its Press, 
is inciting the workers to demonstrate on 
the streets to-morrow in spite oí the 
police prohibition. The authorities are 
well prepared for all eventualities, and 
any efforts by groups to assemble on the 
streets will at once be checked by force, 
if necessary, by the police, who will be 
in full strength. 


COMMUNIST ACTIVITY. 

The Communist Party is taking full 
advantage of the fact that there are 
nearly 2,500,000 unemployed workers in 
Germany at present and that consider- 
able distress prevails among them. 

It is asserted in some quarters that the 
party has received orders from Moscow to 
““* create as many disturbances as possible 
while the opportunity is good.’’ .

REMITTANCE OF RATES. 
The Free State Minister for Local 

Government and Public Health has had 
under consideration the encouragement. of 
building enterprise afforded by Section 12 
of the Local Government Act, 1927. 
Under this Act any increase in the 
valuation of a rated holding due to the 
carrying out of building works between 
March. 1927, and 1st October, 1930, only 
operates for the assessment of rates to the 
extent of one-third of the increase in the 
valuation for a period of five. years. 

It is considered that the period of 
qualification ‘for this benefit, which 
expires on: the Ist October next, might 
With advantage be extended. «nd the 
Minister, it is understood, contemplates 
introducing legislation to enable the 
period of qualification to continue for a 
further vear. 

This legislation should be of interest 
to property-owners who may be consider- 
ing the improvement or enlargement of 
their properties.

VISIT TO THE KIMBERLEY 
DIAMOND MINES,

KIMBERLEY, Friday, 

When the Union limited = express 
reached Belmont at a quarter to eight this 
morning, the special coach in which the 
Prince of Wales is travelling to Johannes- 
burg was detached, in order that he might 
spend the day visiting the battlefields of 
the Boer War. 

The Prince was met by Colonel Clark 
Kennedy, the Deputy Commissioner oi 
Police, and Messrs. H. Dutoit and W.

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SOUTH AFRICA. 
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THE NATIVE OUESTION. 


ES 
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In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes :—The recent arrest of Kadalie 
and .the collapse of his attempt to bring 
about an extended strike of native railway 
workers end the latest example of the 
racial fraction whieh has grown increasingly 
marked ‘th South Africa ‘during the last 
year or two. These disturbances give addi- 
tional point to the new session of Parlia- 
ment, which will be preoccupied with the 
native bills. General Hertzog is in a 
stronger position than he was before the 
general election last Junei He has some 
seventy-eight Nationalist. follewers, and 
both wings of the divided and demoralised 
Labour Party, though only numbering 
eight members in all, will ‘support him. 
The South. African Party now consists 
of sixty-one members. The leader; General 
Smuts, left England only -yesterday, and 
cannot reach. South Africa till February 
17th, two days before the joint session of 
both Houses meets to discuss the bills. 
An interim leader has been chosen in Mr. 
Patrick Duncan, but there is no need for 
the Opposition to show a united front at 
present, sinee General Hertzog has made 
it plain that he wishes the future of the 
natives to be discussed on a broader plane 
than that of. party allegiance. “That, at 
least, is a welcome announcement, even if 
it comes a little late. All the same; the 
figures of yespective strength in the 
Chamber are ll of significance. Adequate 
as General Hertzog’s majority is for ordi- 
nary purposes, it does not give him the 
two-thirds majority necessary for consti- 
tutional changes. Mr. Henderson told the 
House of Commons on November 19th that 
the South African’ Government. while not 
making specific charges, had asked him to 
take up the general question of propa- 
ganda with the Soviet. 
THE NATIVE WORKERS. 

On the oceasion of the last Moscow 
Conference of the Kim, or Young Com- 
munists’ International, much was said 
with satisfaction about the progress that 
had been made in organising the South 
African masses to demand an independent 
native Republic. The moderate Socialism 
of the South African Labour Party is 
finding the present days peculiarly diff- 
cult, as each fresh demand of the native 
workers for trade union recognition and 
the pooling of interests has to be met. 
To concede the demand is to change the 
whole basis and point of the Labour 
movement ; to deny it is to encounter the 
charge that the party really exists to 
preserve an industrial oligarchy. There 
is much wisdom in a recent address which 
Mr. Patrick Duncan made in Swaziland, 
when he said that the lead in establishing 
relations between black and white on a 
good footing, -that. would allow each to 
develop, belonged probably to the terri- 
tories like Swaziland, where there is still 
plenty of room. : 

One of the chief difficulties in the Union 
is that the native. question arises most 
acutely where it is hardest to settle— 
among the large, miscellaneous and de- 
detribalised groups in the towns.  Dis- 
ciplinary legislation is easy to pass and 
not difficult to enforce; but it is in no 
sense remedial, and does not help to pro- 
duce-an atmosphere in which the larger 
issues of native policy can be discussed.

REVEALED. 


“NO RAIDS.” 


REVENUE MUST MEET. 
EXPENDITURE.

SprctaL TELEGRAM, 
LEEDS, Friday. 

Mr. Philip Snowden, speaking at a 
dinner of tlre Leeds Chamber of Commerce 
to-night, said :—‘* I am sure that the most 
interesting thing that I could do to-night 
would. be to throw off the róic of mystery 
man and disclose my coming Budget, but 
there is no need for me to do that. 
| “You will find the fullest details of 
the Budget in the columns of the dailv 
Press from authoritative and well- 
informed correspondents. 
‘‘ These omniscent scribes know the 
taxes 1 am going to impose and the taxes 
T am going to remit. They know a great 
deal more than 1 do about these matters. 
and, interesting as 1t would be if 1 could 
make such a disclosure, [ am afraid I 
am unable to do so. 
“I aim a very stern constitutionalist. 
It is the invariable constitutional practice 
not to disclose the Budget until it is 
opened in the House of Commons. Fí 
Budget secrets were disclosed in advance, 
then the Budget would be knocked. into 
smithereens ; but there are some things 
in regard to the financial situation as it 
may be at the end of the financial year 
in March which [ ought to be able to 
make public property. 3 


MONEY NOT COMING IN. 

“The weekly returns of the Revenue 
receipts and expenditure are being fol- 
lowed with very keen interest, and I 
regret to say that, so far, they are not 
of a very encouraging character, Two 
months remain before the end of the 
financial year, «und the bulk of the 
revenue from the main sources have stil! 
to be realised, and I do not know what 
may happen in regard to receipts from 
income tax, which is collected mainly 
during the next few months, | 

“ Unless they reach a considerable im- 
provement, it is not unlikely that we shall 
find at the end of the year that the 
Budget estimates of twelve months ago 
have not been realised. 

“I ventured a criticism upon these 
estimates last April, and some of the items 
did appear to me to err on the side of 
over-estimation. It seemed to me that at 
the time the Stock Exchange boom of the 
previous year was on the wane, and, there- 
fore, the yield from stamp duties would 
not be realised during the current twelve 
months. That has turned out to be the 
case, and the yield .will probably be 
several millions short of the estimates. 

“ Another item which in recent years 
has been a growing item has not been 
living, or rather, dying, up to expecta- 
tions—the estate dutv. The falling off in 
this is probably accounted for to some 
extent bv the fall of values, especially of 
Stock Exchange values. Therefore, | 
regret that I am not in a position to-night 
to express myself in very sanguine terms 
about the revenue side of the account at 
the end of next March.” 


LIKE A DEAD SCOTSMAN. 

Dealing with the expenditure side of 
the account, Mr. Snowden said :'—' I see 
in the newspapers every day criticisms 
about the ‘orgy of extravagance’ in which 
this Government is indtilging. Apparently 
I, in the matter of national expenditure, 
am like a dead Scotsman—I am a rigid 
economist—and I am unwilling to give my 
approval to any item of national expendi- 
ture which is not absolutely necessary. 

“This criticism is not altogether un- 
founded. It is like the story of Mark 
Twain’s: death—it is grossly exaggerated. 

““cH is quite true that we have to meet 
items of expenditure, some of them ot 
very considerable amounts; but, practically 
with the exception of one item only, the 
whole of that is to meet commitments on 
which the country had already entered. 

‘The only additional item of expendi- 
ture which will result from the legislation 
of thiseGovernment at the present time is 
that involved in the Act improving the 
widows’ and orphans’ and old age pensions 
scheme. Practically speaking, the only 
imereases in expenditure which will fall 
this year are the additional payments to 
the unemployed insurance funds. 

“Im view of the very unintelligent 
observations which have been made by 
bank chairmen in speeches during the last 
few days, I feel bound to make a full 
explanation of this increased expenditure. 
It will impose an increased burden on the 
Exchequer of about eight and a half 
million pounds, and next year it will be 
about fourteen million. 


REDUCTION OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 
“I hope, however, that there may he 
such an improvement in trade resulting 
in a reduction of unemployment which 
will not make it necessary for the expendi- 
ture of the full provision we have made 
next. vear. 
* The national finance of this 
country will have to pay its way. 
] shall commit no raids. | shall 
not live out of capital, and Í shall 
not take out of capital to meet 
current and recurrent expenditure 
and treat it as ordinary revenue. 


““That can be done twice— 
perhaps, three or four the 
dav comes when the expenditure must be 
met. The day has come. In the last four 
vears there have been raids on capital to 
the extent of fiftv million pounds, used ns 
revenue in order to avoid imposing taxe-. 
tion. The statutory sinking fund has not 
heen met to the extent of thirty million 
pounds. 

“ Twenty-two and a-half million pounls 
of Budget surplus which ought to have 
gone into debt reduction was put into 
suspensory account in order to meet tre 
vrospective cost of the de-rating scheme. 
The cost of the de-rating scheme has not 
heen provided out of all revenue. 

“ Next vear I shall be able to meet that 
cost out of the Suspensory Fund, but the 
following year it will be necessary to find
